U.S. Can End Age Even Greater

“I am heartsick that the dimensions of the task of de- 
Segregation in the South were so underestimated by so 
many,” former U.S. Supreme Court Justice Abe Fortas said 


at Auburn Jan, 20. “They did 
not understand that the South 
was being asked to make a pro- 
found change in its way of life.” 
But if Americans work reso- 
lutely with understanding, com- 
passion, and patience to face 
its great overshadowing problem 
—that of granting blacks full 
citizenship—the country will 
come through this “age of agony” 
not as the same country, but as 
a greater one, he said. 
“America is “paying a_ter- 
rible price for the absence of an 
evolutionary period” in the past 
100 years since the 13th, 14th 
and 15th Amendments to the 
Constitution abolished slavery 
and guaranteed all citizens equal 
rights and the right to vote. 
Though it will not be easy, 
America has an inexorable duty 
to fulfil the pledges it: made in 
those Amendments, he added. 
“There is in truth and in fact 
a social revolution of vast mag- 
nitude” in America today, said 
Fortas. Some 22 million blacks 
seem to have emerged all of a 
sudden to demand certain rights,

title, of a dissenter? Not neces- 
sarily. Because there are many 
kinds of a position you can take 
—again morally neutral posi- 
tions, not visibly bad one way 
or another—which are outside 
the limits of dissent. 

George Washington in effect 
said ‘I regard the English mon- 
archy as oppressive and I will 
lead a colonial army to over- 
throw the establishment and es- 
tablish free states in a federal 
union.’ He was doing something 
much more than dissenting, He 
was rejecting the previous con- 
sensus Of opinion altogether. No 
longer was there a basis or a 
consensus of agreement between 
the colonists as represented by 
Washington and the British in 
London, The consensus no long- 
er existed. 

The dissent had turned into 
rebellion, really, and in this case 
we would say as Americans that 
it was good because we consid- 
ered the English government of 
that day as oppressive, nonrep- 
resentative, and nonresponsible 
and the colonists were entitled 
to their political freedom. This 
was the American position and 
certainly an understandable one. 

Much later the southern states 
seceded and this action went be- 
yond dissent. The consensus un- 
der which they had been operat- 
ing before, for one reason or an- 
other, was over. The society was 
no longer operating as a society. 
It had gone beyond the preces- 
ses within which it could oper- 
ate as a society.

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Here And There— 
Reason And The Naked Ape

Some time back, one Desmond Morris brought 
Charles Darwin’s theory up to date in a provoca- 
tive tome entitled The Naked Ape. And, during 
the Christmas holidays just past, I finally got 
around to reading all about my arboreal ancestors 
and their descendants, right down to the present 
generation. 

The experience was fascin- 
ating, and Mr. Morris almost 
convincing. Both the mirror in 
my bedroom and the outside 
world that comes into my 
home through papers, maga- 
zines, and wires and tubes 
tend to corroborate Mr. Mor- 
ris’ thesis: man is nothing but 
a naked ape that has gained 
in compensation for his loss of 
hair a small increment of 

brain power—not enough, however, to control his 
inherited brute instincts. 

Now, this theory is not only fascinating but 
also edifying and comforting—up to a certain 
point. The whole concept stated in Mr. Morris’ 


lively and authoritative style promotes a whole- - 


some sense of humility in the reader. And after 
that it provides a wholesome sense of relief: 


“What,” says the reader, “can one expect from. 


an old naked ape save apishness?” And then, he 
promptly forgives himself all his sins without 
the penalty of charity or the pain of expiation. 

If Mr. Morris had only stopped when he got 
the reader to that point, all might now be well 
in our weary world. Every man would have self 
definition in lieu of salvation, and we could all 
rid ourselves of burdens of guilt, reams of out- 
moded literature, the study of humanities, and 
the cost of maintaining religious institutions. 

But our author got carried away with his sub- 
ject and ended up exhorting us to overcome our 
natural instinct of procreation with that little 
increment of brain power in order to limit our- 
selves to two children per couple before it is ever- 
lastingly too. late. And, when I finally smelled 
out the slight contradiction inherent in Mr. Mor- 
ris’ logic, I once again escaped the clutches of 
dogmatic scientism and plunged back with great 
relish into the supersitious outpourings of those 
benighted ancestors of ours who didn’t know that 
they were naked apes. 

And the more I thought about it, the more 
I became convinced that some of our earliest an- 
cestors of actual record might not have been as 
naive as many of us are prone to believe. Take 
the author of Beowulf, for example: he presents 
tales of monsters that our “enlightened” minds 
can’t accept, but in the process he inculcates a 
code of loyalty, courage, generosity, respect for 
elders, truthfulness, and reverence for the Cre- 
ator. 

Or, to come down to more recent times, that 
that nineteenth century throwback—John Henry, 
Cardinal Newman: he found the evidence of 
God’s existence in his own soul and explained 
chaos in the world around him as evidence of ori- 
ginal sin. 

Of course, neither of these gentlemanly an- 
cestors, nor any others of a like bent, developed 
a foolproof system: any fool, after an elementary 
course in modern logic or philosophy, can tear 
them apart, and so can any fool decimate the 
ultimate conclusions of Mr. Desmond Morris. For, 
he, too, demands of us a leap of faith. 

Hence, given the choice I prefer to remain in 
the general company of the Beowulf poet, Card- 
inal Newman, and like-minded folk. My instincts 
firmly assert a kinship with that ancient Geat in

How Will We Do It?

“If this is to be done, it is yours to do it,” said 
former Supreme Court Justice Abe Fortas Jan- 
uary 20th as he talked about the social revolution 
taking place in the nation today. “It will be up 
to you to accept the challenge.” The statement 
was clear enough. Fortas was saying that the 
success of the social revolution which he describ- 
ed would depend on today’s young people. He 
looked to a better America where all men would 
enjoy the full blessings of citizenship. In spite of 
the dispair, anger, and rebellion he saw in our 
generation, he was willing to ask young people 
to repair the neglect of the past hundred years. 

Although these statements should be of in- 
terest to young people, there is nothing new in 
them. Many other speakers have told many other 
audiences of college students basically the same 
thing. Gov. Albert Brewer, who holds entirely 
different political views from those of Fortas, said 
in the fall Commencement that our generation 
has been questioning and searching more than 
any other generation. He mentioned the chal- 
lenge that awaits us and he also predicted a bet- 
ter America. 

However, there is something missing from all 
these speeches about how much we are going to 
do and how great this country will be when we 
do it. This missing ingredient is the most impor- 
tant—how? 

It is obvious that our grandfathers’ genera- 
tion failed to pass down to their sons the answers 
they needed to prevent Korea and Vietnam and 
racial strife. Now, these sons pat us on the back 
and send us out into the same world with the 
same unanswered question. How will we do it? 

Today’s rebellious youth is the result of this 
lack of answers. We know change is needed and 
we want to make these changes, but we are often 
unable to find reasonable, workable alternatives. 
As much as our generation may distrust our pa- 
rents for their past mistakes, they are the only 
ones with the experience to know what has work- 
ed in the past and what has not. 

A cooperation between the two generations 
is needed to bring the best ideas of both together. 
Their knowledge and sometimes wisdom, coupled 
with our energy and idealism, could do much to 
carry out a real social revolution. The older gen- 
eration has admitted that they cannot completely 
do it themselves. But then, we cannot either.

Putting his belief in the arts 
for everyone into action, Dean 
McPheeters, with his background 
in music, art, theatre, and archi- 
tecture, will guide the Fine 
Arts “toward more unity with 
the University,’ and an ex- 
pansion of the awareness of 
theatre, music, art, and archi- 
tecture throughout the state. 
Once the school is “clearly on 
the University team,” in the 
dean’s words, “the faculty can 
get on to the real business of 
building a higher quality pro- 
gram in the arts at Auburn.” 


Butting Heads 


As alumni of recent years 
know, the administration of the 
University and the arts faculty 
have often seemed to be butting 
heads rather than traveling to- 
gether on the education road, The 
turnover in faculty members, de- 
partment heads, and deans has 
been frequent. Dire predictions 
have been made both on and off 
the campus about the fate of the 
School. 

But Dean McPheeters, no 
stranger to Auburn (he was on 
the faculty here in the early Fif- 
ties), takes an optimistic view. 
As he candidly points out, he 
would not have left his job as 
Dean of Architecture at Rens- 
selaer to come to Auburn if he 
thought that the School would 
lose accreditation or move in 
any direction other than forward, 


Good Start 


In the Dean’s view, the year 
is “off to a very good start,” as 
he calmly moves ahead setting 
the outlines under which the

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school will operate-in the coming 
months. 

The Auburn School of Archi- 
tecture and Fine Arts faces 
three major—and related—prob- 
lems, First, students come here 
with a limited appreciation of 
and background in the arts. As 
a result, the arts program has 
been lean. For instance, Auburn 
does not have a symphony or- 
chestra. And one of the reasons 
that it doesn’t is that for a 
symphony orchestra to exist, a 
steady number of accomplished 
string players must be coming 
into the University. But there 
are no high school orchestras 
in Alabama, thus few string 
players come to Auburn. A 
Similar dearth exists in other 
areas of the arts. Most of Au- 
burn’s students come from rural 
areas or small towns, but only 
the larger cities have a little 
theatre or an art gallery. 


Second Problem 


The second problem _ stems 
from the same lack of experience 
in the arts. As the performers 
of the arts are limited at Au- 
burn, so are the audiences, With 
sparse cultural backgrounds, the 
majority of Auburn students 
never acquire a taste for and ap- 
preciation of the arts. They 
never attend a play in the Little 
Theatre, a music recital, or an 
art show—all available frequent- 
ly on the campus. 


Lack Of Facilities 


However, if the students all 
wanted to participate, they would 
face a manifestattion of the third 
problem of the arts at Auburn: 
lack of facilities. For example, 
if half the Auburn student body, 
or 7,000 students, had wanted to 
see a performance of “Stop the 
World, I want to Get Off” which 
was the Theatre Department’s

major presentation last quarter, 
it would still be running. The 
Little Theatre seats around 100 
and to give 7,000 students a 
chance to enjoy the play would 
have required 70 performances 
instead of the 12 performances 
that were given. 

Thus, the School of Architec- 
ture and Fine Arts must expand 
facilities, and create an aware- 
neess Of the arts throughout the 
state in order to strenthen the 
program here. And the dean and 
his faculty have plans for mov- 
ing forward on all three fronts. 

To influence the cultural at- 
mostphere of Alabama in the 
future, the School plans a major 
emphasis on contact with stud- 
ents who aren’t arts majors 
(such as future teachers), but 
who will be working with the 
youngsters of the state. The first 
step will be more cooperative 
programs with the School of 
Education and a stronger em- 
phasis on art education and 
music education. Programs for 
students below the college level 
will be expanded, such as the 
Children’s Theatre of the De- 
partment of Theatre which, sup- 
ported by the Alabama Council 
of the Arts, produces children’s 
plays and carries them to sur- 
rounding towns, 


Basic Course 


At the same time the dean 
hopes to see a basic course in 
the fine arts evolve at Auburn 
as a part of the general educa- 
tion curriculum now _ required 
for all students. That course, 
possibly growing from the one- 
hour introduction to the.arts now 
required for arts majors, should 
become a reality in the next two 
or three years, Drawing on the 
faculty of drama, architecture, 
music, and art, the course would 
give each Auburn student ex- 
perience with the arts, Conse- 
quently the course would 
strengthen the cultural back- 
ground of Alabama by providing 
the men and woinen who sit on 
church, school, and _ business 
building committees with archi- 
tectural knowledge; school board 
members with an awareness of 
the arts; teachers with a wider 
experience to draw upon in their 
teaching; and businessmen with 
aesthetic acumen. 


Arts More Vivid 


Meanwhile, the arts will be- 
come more vivid for present Au- 
burn students through the con- 
struction of “a thing” on the 
campus by next June. An “en- 
vironmental structure” in archi- 
tectural terminology, the “thing” 
will be paid for by a special 
grant. 

A ‘Thing’ 

No one knows its shape, form, 
location or color yet because it 
hasn’t been designed.

The two victories give Coach 
Arnold “Swede Umbach and 
his team a 5-1 SEC slate and put 
them in contention for their 24th 
Southeastern Intercollegiate 
Wrestling Association champion- 
ship. 


Auburn's two defending 
SEIWA champions, Tom Holli- 
dav and Tom Gambill, took the 
day off as Auburn coasted to the 
23-8 win over Georgia. The Tig- 
ers won 7 of 10 events, with one 
tie, 


Both grapplers returned the 
next week to meet LSU. Holli- 
day, still recovering from a bout 
with the flu, lost his first match 
of the season. With Auburn still 
trailing 15-13, Gambill pinned 
his opponent to give Auburn an 
18-15 lead. Gambill is undefeat- 
in regular-season play and has 
won all his matches by pins. 


“It's Going To Be Tough,” Says Lynn 


With ten games remaining on Auburn’s basketball sche- 
dule, Coach Bill Lynn’s Tigers rank third in the SEC, and 
Coach Lynn says, “It’s going to be tough all the way from 


here on in.” As the Alumnews 
goes to press, Auburn meets 
powerful Tennessee on January 
31 and nationally second-ranked 
Kentucky on February 2, 

Auburn pulled to within a half 
game of second-place Georgia by 
downing Vanderbilt 84-75 last 
week. Auburn’s record now 
stands at 10-6 overall and 6-2 in 
the conference. 

“We started off slowly,” said 
Coach Lynn, “but we’re coming 
along well. Our shooting, with 
the exception of Mengelt, has 
been the most disappointing part 
of our game so far.” 


Mengelt Leads Scoring 


John Mengelt-is the leading 
Auburn scorer and ranks fourth 
in the SEC with an average of 
24.8 points per game. “Mengelt 
is just a fabulous ball player 
and he’s improving with every 
game. We don’t try to work our 
offense around him. He just hits 
a good percentage of his shots.” 

Although the team _ suffers 
from lack of height, Coach Lynn 
says, “They don’t let it get them 
down. They’re a dedicated bunch 
of. boys and they give a lot. 
Henry Harris has been. doing a 
good job of rebounding for us.” 

Half of Auburn’s ten games 
will be played at home in Mem- 
orial Coliseum, including the 
next two encounters with Ken- 
tucky and Tennessee.

Tech Will Play 
In Cliff Hare 


For the first time in 72 games, 
Georgia Tech will meet Auburn 
in Cliff Hare Stadium when the 
two football teams collide next 
year. Until 1960, the annual Au- 
burn-Georgia Tech game took 
place in Atlanta, and has since 
been played on alternate years 
at Birmingham’s Legion Field. 

Officials credit a drop in at- 
tendance at Legion Field for the 
decision to move the game to 
Cliff Hare. Only 46,000 fans wit- 
nessed the 1968 contest, increas- 
ing the financial burden for the 
two universities. Construction is 
already under way to add 16,000 
seats to the North end zone of 
Cliff Hare, making the stadium 
a complete ‘bowl’ with a capaci- 
ty of 61,000. 

Only Tennessee and Alabama 
remain on the Legion Field pro- 
gram, and Tennessee is said to 
be considering a move to Cliff 
Hare in 1972. Definite plans have 
not been discussed, although 
Tennessee is said to have no ob- 
jections to the move.

Auburn’s 1969 football season is history now, and those 
of us who cheered and groaned through those 11 afternoons 
have the rest of the year to recuperate for next year’s 


schedule. 

No matter how you look at it, 
this year’s Tiger team was an 
exciting one. Picked to finish no 
higher than fourth in the SEC, 
Auburn earned third place, be- 
hind (though not necessarily in- 
ferior to) Tennessee, LSU and 
Florida. Tennessee was Auburn’s 
second game of the season and 
the young Tiger offense had not 
yet reached the awesome matur- 
ity it displayed in the following 
games. Actually, Auburn was 
still very much in the game un- 
til the final minutes, when the 
bottom dropped out of our bad- 
luck bucket and gave the Vols 
a 45-19 rout. LSU won their 
game on Auburn’s mistakes, in- 
cluding a missed field goal and 
extra point that would have tied, 
if not won, the game. 


Lost By Statistics 


In the end, Auburn lost the 
SEC championship only by stat- 
istics. The Vols played six SEC 
games, losing to Ole Miss for a 
5-1 SEC record. LSU played only 
five SEC games, also losing one 
to the Rebs for a 4-1 mark. Au- 
burn trounced the Gators 38-12 
to give them a 4-1 tie with LSU. 
By comparison, the Tigers play- 
ed seven SEC contests, more than 
either of the other three teams. 
They won five, as did Tennessee, 
but lost an extra game for a 
.711 percentage. LSU and Flor- 
ida finished with a .800 percent- 
age, and the Vols with .833. 

Now, any kid brighter’n a 
platypus can tell you that a team 
that plays more SEC games 
stands a chance of losing more 
SEC games. Had Tennessee, LSU, 
and Florida played the same 
number of conference games as 
did Auburn, the final SEC stand- 
ings might have turned out dif- 


ferently. 

Speculation? Perhaps. The 
only way to be completely sure 
is to require all teams to play 
the same number of conference 
games, and I can already hear 
the squawks that such a propo- 
sal would trigger. In fact, a re- 
cent NCAA ruling will allow col- 


leges to play 11 regular-season - 


games, and several SEC teams 
(Auburn isn’t one of them) al- 
ready indicated a desire to sche- 
dule an extra game next year. 
One reason given for their deci- 
sion is that they need the extra 
pesos from the ticket sales, 
Whatever happened to the days 
when football was a_ school- 
spirit, non-mercenary enter- 
prise? 


Watch Next Year 


But I digress .. . If you think 
this past year was a good one, 
keep an eye on next year. Prac- 
tically everyone I’ve talked with 
agrees that next year’s Tigers 
should be as strong as, or strong- 
er than, this last bunch. Most of 
the losses will be on defense, 
most notably in the defensive 
secondary, but some fine young 
talent will be moving up to re- 
place them. 

On offense, Connie Frederick 
will be sorely missed. As Coach 
Jordan once said, “If there has 
ever been a clutch player at 
Auburn, Connie Frederick was 
one.” As long as football is play- 
ed at Auburn, people will re- 
member his 84-yard_ punt 
switcheroo against Alabama. One 
graduating senior has told me, 
“I really hate to graduate this 
year. Next year’s team is going 
to be the SEC champions.” 

What more can I add except 
“WAR EAGLE!”’.
